France, Sunday Evening 


June 24, 1917 


Dear Mother and Family: 


Received your letter yesterday, also 


one from Sara. 
' I, surely was glad 


to get the news from home. 
I was a 


httle sui prised to find out that you 
knew just whire we are located inas- 
much as you had no mail from me, 
albo as I had not mentioned the name 
•f the city m any of my previous let- 
ters where did you get my address? 
Some of the boys got letters 
from 


home, also a couple of school papers. 
We had a regular Allegheny meeting 
last night. The bunch of us got to- 
gether and had a regular feast in the 
news we got from home 
When one 


of us gets a letter from the fellows 
at school it is common property until 
we have all read it.

'"construed as giving any borough council the necessary 
authority to hire a Borough Manager, delegate to him hit 
jBQwers,^duties and compensation; or the same result may 
'W accomplished by ordinance authorizing the Burgess to 
hjij-e the;Manager. Under this law it would be possible to 
have a borough manager to loojt after the business ad- 
ministration of the borough and at the same time act as 
the Secretary or rather take the place of a paid Secretary 
<Of a,Chamber of Commerce or whatever trade body the 
borough may have. The broad powers and rights con- 
ferred on councils by the law can be seen only after a care- 
ful perusal, of the text. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad has worked out a more 


efficient plan for the handling of less than carload lots 
"dl freight. The two most important features of the plan 
are as follows: 


1. The inauguration of shipping days—or 


substantially "sailing dates"—on which cai-s will 


1 
depart from various points ol origin to specified 
destination; freight will be accepted on the prop- 
er slipping days, only, and the cars will "sail" as 
specified. 


2. The designation of particular stations at 


which freight will be exclusively received for spec 
ified destination; freight for such points will be 
accepted at the stations named, only.

France, Sunday Evening 


June 24, 1917 


Dear Mother and Family: 


Received your letter yesterday, also 


one from Sara. 
' I, surely was glad 


to get the news from home. 
I was a 


httle sui prised to find out that you 
knew just whire we are located inas- 
much as you had no mail from me, 
albo as I had not mentioned the name 
•f the city m any of my previous let- 
ters where did you get my address? 
Some of the boys got letters 
from 


home, also a couple of school papers. 
We had a regular Allegheny meeting 
last night. The bunch of us got to- 
gether and had a regular feast in the 
news we got from home 
When one 


of us gets a letter from the fellows 
at school it is common property until 
we have all read it. 


I had a half day off today and took 


advantage of the time to get a good 
sleep. 
I slept all afternoon, almost 


missed supper. 
Believe me one sure- 


ly has an appetite for meals here. I 
never did eat very much as you prob- 
ably know but heie I can hardly wait 
from one meal to the next. 


We got word yesterday that our

I don't suppose I will be able

ue that we are at war yet. I did not 
tcahzc it until we got over here and 
began to see some of the effects of it, 
for the last couple of days we have 
heard the steady fire of the big guns 
in the distance. Tonight it is espe- 
cially plain, there is a steady rumble 
going on all the time.
